Differential Dlognosiaj 

On the whole, the teat roaiata indicate tho presence of brain 
dysfunotloniji on a physioul basis. It In quito possible that Mr. nuby 
tx haa some form of oonvulalva disorder; his tost responses are very ■ 
similar In mna many respects totiioao obtained from patients who hava ' . 
psyahomotor soizuroa. Rio rollglouij prooooupation and his pietistio 
expressions, his explosive emotionality and his disordered body ImaRS 
fit well the olasalcQl picture of porsono with convulsive disorders, 
Tho rcsponaos could also bo thoso of apsrcon with q history of traun- 
atlo head Injurioo or of ■©J^iidliosd' onoophalltlo.

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A numbop of other diagnostic poaolbnitiea have been consldsrwd 
and ruledoitg fully dovolopod or bordorllno oohlsophrenla. manlo- 
deprosolvepyohoslse par?~oid otafcoo and eevero raoont brain damago bf ' 
aoterloratlon, Althoiigh tho confuolonal foaturoe ero BOmotlmas 
Buperflolally similar to fchooo found In sohlzophronlo funotlonlng, >i 
tlioy are not aoeompnnlod by tho abundnnoo of blearro Idooa and 
inappnprlato eraotlona ono ospooto from aohlsophrenlos. Neither 
euphorlonor doprooalvo foaturos aro olear enough- or oxtromo ©nouch to 
point to a manlo-doprossivQ disorder. Severe recent brain damBRo or 
deterioration la contra-lndlcatod by tho many areas of Intact function- 
ing stllla available to I3r, Rubyj, ovonlf only on a fluctuating basis, ■ 
His paranoid trend dooo not appear tobs oo oxtroma or pervasive ao to ■ 
eonatltute a paranoid otato, Ohoro areporoonallty features present 
that might be termed hystorloaXe oboosslvo and nntl-soclal, but thaoa 
features do not appear to account for tho Impaired functioning obaervod. 

It Is thoreforo strongly Indicated that a thorough eleotro- 
enoophalographlc study and phyoloal neurological examination be carried 
out to Investigate th© naturo and extent of the Indicated brain dya- 
functlon, (The present teofc rosxats aay bo considered a reasonably 
thorough mental neurologloQl examination,) It Is possible that the 
EEO and physical neurological examinations will produce ambiguous op 
no^atlvo findings, la this evonfcethe teat results woxild otlll speak 
strongly for tho probablOF<roaonoo of organic brain dyafunotloni sometlaaa 
this condition omorgoa nooZ clearly la tho poychologloal teat rooxats.
